For 
the ten years ending with December; 
1869, about 490 newspapers and period^ 
icals were established, or, 21 dailies, 
seven semi-weeklies, 191 weeklies, 25 
semi-monthlies, 223 monthlies, four bi- 
monthlies and 19 quarterlies.

ten years ending with December, 1879, 
the number was 685, or, 23 dailies, nine 
Bemi-weeklite, 276 weeklies, 46 semi- 
monthlies, 311 monthlies, seven bi- 
monthlies and 20 quarterlies.
